The weapons that figured in the death 
of Clarence M. Peters weré introduced 
in evidence against Walter S: Ward 
at White Plains, yesterday. One was 
an automatic pistol of .38 calibre, which 
Ward in his statement: of the killing 
said he owned. The second was a blue⸗ 
steel revolver of .32 calibre which Ward, 
in the same statement, said was in the 
hand of Peters when he shot the youth 
in self-defense. 

Shortly’ after the weapons had been 
tagged as exhibits by. the prosecution, 
Frank Cody, Chief of Police of New 
Rochelle, was. called to the \ witness 
stand. Under examination by. Special 
é Attornéy General. Thomas J. 
Q'Neill> the police official said that both 
weapons ‘‘lopked like’’ those he had 
given to Ward, then Chairman of the 
New Rochelle Police Board, some time 
before the tragedy in the Kensico Res- 
ervoir road. Counsel for Ward developed 
the point that any one of a thousand 
such firearms would look like all the 
others, 

Against this point by the State the 
defense scored when a non-commis- 
sioned officer of the Marine Corps, re- 
lating events that took place while Pe- 
ters was undergoing rejection in that 
branch of the service, told how Peters 
had expressed a desire to ride in what 
the witness ‘‘thought'’ was a Stutz auto- 
mobile. Ward's story, told when he sur- 
rendered, was that Peters, ‘Charley 
Ross” and ‘Jack Rogers,’’ the alleged 
blackmaillers, drove to the scene of the 
shooting In a red Stutz,” 


Defense Wins Another Point. 


The defense registered jagain when it 
succeeded in getting into the record of- 
ficial cards showing that Peters’ had 
been convicted five times in two years 
for minor crimes. Following up the ad- 
vantage gained the day before, when 
former State Troopers Greene and Col- 
lins were, pictured as violating Justice 
Wagner’s prohibition against witnesses 
talking to each other, Allan P. Camp- 
bell, of Ward's legal forces, obtained 
the, consent of the. court to recall both 
witnesses at a later date.
